Dear  Brother  Hackett: — On 
tbe  assumption  that  the  Baptist 
brotherhood  of  our  State  love  and 
honor  Dr.  Broadus’  memory,  I have 
been  authorized  by  the  Mississippi 
students  to  give  your  readers  some 
account  of  his  death  and  burial. 
For  some  months  past  his  falling 
health  gave  us  solemn  warning 
that  his  earthly  ministry  of  labor 
and  love  was  nearing  the  end,  but 
we  scarcely  expected  it  so  soon. 

A deeper  gloom  could  not  have 
overshadowed  us  than  that  which 
earns  on  She  morning  of  the 
l*th  Inst,  when  Dr.  Rob-' 
ertson  ahnounced  in  the  dining 
hall  that  his  physician  had  des- 
I paired  of  his  recovery.  For  nearly  i 
[ thirty-six  hours  we  waited  in  silent 
awe  with  work  suspended  while 
the  spirit  of  our  great  leader  hover- 
ed over  the  border-land  between 
( >u  Saturday  morning, 
the  16th  Inst,  at  3 :40,  the  cord  of 
life  was  snapped  and  one  of  the 
purest,  nobbiest  spirits  of  ^rth 
went  to  God  who  gave  it. 

That  morning  as  we  met  th  the 
dining  hall  every  stud&t’s  face 
bore  the  mark  of  a personal  be- 
reavement. With  heavy  hearts 
and  bowet^beads  we  met  in  Norton 
Hall  at  12  m.  for  a memorial  ser-  i 
vice.  A number  of  extempore 
speeches  were  made  by  representa-  i 
tlve  men,  but  many  who  knew  him  i
